judgment, next Tuesday, and three 
other questions require like judgment 
of the electors. 


Below, the nature of each proposed 


change

he has any.

amendments are considered j 


herein in the order in which they 
will be found on tho official ballots. 
To save space "S.C. A." is used in- 
stead 
of 
"Senate 
Constitutional 


Amendment," and "A.C.A.," in- 
stead of "Assembly Constitutional 
A mendment." 


S.C.A. No. 1. — - This amendment 


proposes to have state taxes levied on 
certain 
classes 
of 
property, 
and 


county and municipiil taxes raised 
upon other classes of property. Equal 
taxation would be impossible. 
All 


sorts of property in any municipality, 
if taxed at nil, ought to bnve equal 
assessment and pay equal taxes, as 
far as possible. 


S.C.A. No. 14 -- To mise state 


officers' 
salaries: 
the governor's, 


from 86,000 to 810,000; Heat-gov- 
ernor's, 
from 810 per day during 


legislative sessions, with milage, to 
14,000 
per annum; attorney gen- 


eral's, from 83,000 to 8G,OOC per an- 
num: all others', from 83,000 to 
15,000. 
Why raise the Jieut-govern- 


or's compensation full 400 per cent, 
the attorney general's 100 per cent, 
while the rest get only a two-thirds 
raise? 


S.C.A. No. 1C—Changes compen- 


sation of members of the legislature 
from 88.00 per diem to 81,000 for 
the 
regular 
biennial session, and 


810 per diem for special sessions 
not exceeding thirty days. 
Removes 


the limit of time of regular session. 
Also limits the allowance for ex- 
pense of employer to 85.00 u day for 
either house. 
This amendment was 


submitted two years ago and defeat- 
ed. 
It is said that the expenses of 


the last two legislatures have been 
greater than they would have been 
under the changes hereby proposed.

louigag to the old one. 


S.C.A. No 32—This proposes to 


limit the expenses for employes of 
the legislature to S3.00 a day for 
either house.

S.C.A. No. 33—Exempts stock- 


holders in any company organized to 
promote a world's fair from liability 
for debts beyond tho par value of the 
stock subscribed for by such stock- 
holders.
